1 mctm the counter- 
feit-money do" Ige, where men propose 
to forward a largo amouht of counter- 
feit money by express or mail on the 
receipt of a small amount of genuine 
monev to pay for the manufacture. 
Usually all that the victim receives in 
return is a box lillocl with sawdust. 
But a recent operator has devised a uew 
plan. 
Ho locates near a small town in 


a country district and then sends out 
his letters. 
He docs not olTer to for- 


ward tho counterfeit money, but invites 
persons to visit him and inspect^ his 
stock and buy what they wish. When 
the visitor arrives the operator has a 
largo quantity of goad bills, which he 
shows him and allows him to examine. 
In order, however, to avoid outside in- 
terference, the visitor i> taken off in the 
woods, where i'.ic. business proceeds. 
The operator produces his money and 
the visitor examines it aud determines 
Low much ho will take and what price 
is to be paid. Just as they are .about to 
close the transaction suddenly cwo men 
emerge from 
the 
bushes, announce 


themselves as detectives, aud proceed 
to place them under arrest. 
Tbe de- 


tectives do not iail ;o lake ail the mon- 
ey from both the men. 
As tliey are 


about to march them oil' to the town, 
the operator obtains permission to speak 
privately with tiie victim. 
Ho asks h m 


how much more money he has than 
what he was going to use in ihe transac- 
tion, and if iu has more, he advises that 
they had better try and buy o-t' the de- 
tect;ves. for if they don't they will both 
land in the pem'.entiary. 
The victim is 


ready to pay any:hm»- to gel out of the 
grasp of the supposed representatives 
of the law, and eagerly agrees to con- 
tribute to a fund to pay Ihe detectives. 
The latter, of course, accept the bribe, 
and, pocketing all the money, disap- 
pear. The victim irels away as fast as 
possible, and goes 'home :md never says 
a word about his loss. lie is too much 
ashamed."— Wat/u'igton Slur.

sume on Wednesday. 


Mr. Hendricks has occupied a large 


share of public attention for a long 
time, having been in public life al 
most continuously for the last forty 
years, 
i'obbossing a most winning 


disposition, an orator of the most 
persuasive character, and a partisan 
of the straightest 
kind, it is not 


stratgo tbat he should have enjoyed 
a rare degree of popularity among 
thoje who belonged to his school of 
politics. 
History will hardly accord 


to him n place amoug the first states- 
men of his time, for his name is not 
connected with any great measure 
tbat crystalized into law under bis 
efforts or by reason of his advocacy, 
bnt it will award to him the credit of 
great purity of pe^onal and oflicial 
character, and u reputation as one of 
the firht among the partisan leaders 
of his time. 
A Bonrbon of the most 


pronounced type (as we understand 
the term), it is not strange that his 
magnetic eloquence should have made 
him the idol of his class, or that his 
amiability should 
have atoned so 


folly for his lack of some other qual- 
ities that would have added so much 
to the lasting character of his fame, 
and it is a source of regret that his 
talents in the direction of leadership 
should not Luve been directed in a 
channel that would better eland the 
impartial jndgujeot of history.

The censorship for all pnblicationa 


is composed of two courts—the Censurei 
Committee and the Press Department 
In addition to these two there existed 
at this period a third division for "press1 


censure" organized 
by the notorious 


Third Section, where the chief of the-, 
gendarmerie reigned supreme. 
At pres- 


ent this Third Section luis been trans- 
formed into a department of the Slate 
police, and consequently the whole cen- 
sorship is conlined to the Ministry ol 
tlie Interior. There exists besides these 
au 
ecclesiastical 
censorship for all 


works touching upon religion, and one 
of the Ministry o£ Public Instruction, 
tlmt deals with all books or periodicals 
intended for young persons. 
Kvery 


publication, whether book or periodi- 
cal, must undergo either "preliminary" 
or 
'Subsequent" 
censorship. 
Those 


subjected to "preliminary'' censorship, 
are dealt with in manuscript, and tha 
printed text must ir. no wise differ from 
tli.s corrected manuscript, often cut 
'.lowu wholesale and utterly spoiled by 
the censor 
With regard to publica- 


tion^ exempted from this censorship, 
once printed they are presented to the 
CVn.-uro Committee, but tlie permission 
to set them in circulation is only grant- 
ed after llie expii ation of .seven days tor 
books and of four days for periodicals, 
provided that during this period the 
censor has not entered any objection.
